This is a Non-Provisional Application, filed August 23, 2006, claiming the benefit under 
35 U.S.C. 119(e) of US Provisional Patent Application No. 60/540,557, filed February 2, 2004 
and US Provisional Patent Application No. 60/577,210, filed June 7, 2004 , the entire content of 
which is hereby incorporated by reference in its entirety . 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Attorney Ari G. Zytcer on December 21, 2010. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The election of 
species requirement is withdrawn with respect to instant claims 54-59, 62, 63, 66, 92, and 94-99, 
which have been examined on the merits in their entirety. The claims are deemed allowable over 
the prior art of record or any combination thereof. The WO Patent Application 99/60849, 
already of record, has been reconsidered with respect to the pending claims. Note that the WO 
Patent Application '849 teaches bioflavonoids (see, e.g., claim 14, lines 7-8) and dextran (see, 
e.g., claim 17) as potential reagents for use in the cryopreservation of red blood cells. However, 
the WO Patent Application '849's cryopreservation method is limited to freeze-thawing rather 
than the freeze drying required by Applicants' claims. Further, given the size of the genus of 
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potential reagents disclosed by the WO Patent Application '849, the WO Patent Application '849 
is not deemed to teach or render obvious Applicants' claimed combination of polyphenols and 
dextran. See MPEP 2144.08(II)(A)(4).
